This year’s top honor of 
Charlevoix County Player of 
the Year for the 2016 season 
goes Boyne City’s Derek 
Willis and Coach of the Year 
honors go to Mark Pontoni, 
also of Boyne City. 


Player of the Year 


Derek Willis, senior, #23 


The senior southpaw was 
once again one of the top 
arms in Northern Michigan 
when he took the mound for 
the Ramblers. When he 
wasn’t on the hill, Willis 
would do the scooping at first 
base, Derek is a multiple time 
All-Area team member. 

The hard throwing Willis 
finished the season witha 
pitching record of 10-2, work- 
ing 71 innings, allowing 32 
runs (19 earned) and owning 


an ERA of 1.69. 

He faced 308, allowing only 
46 hits, while walking 20, lim- 
iting opponents to a batting 
average of .167. He also 
fanned 81 hitters, 22 of them 
looking. 

At the plate, Derek ap- 
peared in 41 games, pounding 
out 39 hits in 114 at-bats, for 
an average of .342. He fin- 
ished the season with seven 
doubles and 22 RBIs, while 
also drawing 18 walks. 

He scored 18 runs, stole 11 
bases without being caught, 
had two sacrifices and an on- 
base percentage of .449 anda 
slugging percentage of .404. 

Defensively, Willis had 17 
putouts and 21 assists, witha 
fielding average of .979.

Another All-Area returnee, 
Tanner could match his team- 
mate, Willis on the mound 
with hard throwing accuracy 
and would also bring power 
to the middle of the Rambler 
lineup at the plate. 

When called upon to pitch, 
Kruzel brought the heat, 
going 5-2 with two saves on 
the mound for Boyne, tossing 
42 UO innings of ball. His ERA 
was 2.00. 

Tanner allowed 24 runs, 
only 13 of them earned, 
struck out 57 and limited op- 
ponents to 21 hits, while 
walking 25. 

In the field, Kruzel made 13 
putouts and had 45 assists.
